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The Finish of the Scrub Bull 


convention of the Holstein-Frie- 

sian Breeders Association of Wis- 
consin, held at Fond du Lac on March 
11, was an address by F. G. Swoboda, of 
Antigo on “Wisconsin’s Pure Bred Bull 
Drive.” 

Mr. Swoboda is in charge of what is 
now known as the “Better Wisconsin 
Campaign” a state wide affair the pur- 
pose of which is to drive out the scrub 
sire, making the shambles his destina- 
tion, and replacing him with a purebred. 

There were two things that made 
this address of particular significance at 
the Fond du Lac meeting. In the first 
place it was in Fond du Lac that this 
purebred bull drive originated a year 
ago, where it was tried out and where 
the results were such that today it is 
neither a county nor a state undertak- 
ing, but a gigantic campaign launched 
already in a score of states from New 
York to California—from the gulf to 
the lakes. 

And every one of these states needs 
this campaign just as badly as Wiscon- 
sin—some of them worse. 

It was in January 1918 that the pure- 
bred bull drive sprang into being. Its 
birthplace was in. the Association of Commerce head- 
quarters at Fond du Lac, its godfathers were the Fond du 
Lac County Holstein Breeders Association, the Fond du Lac 
County Guernsey Breeders Association, the Fond du Lac 
County Jersey Breeders Association, the Rural Develop- 
ment Bureau of the Association of Commerce and the 
Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders Association. Chief among 
the doctors and advisers were D. S. Bullock, field represen- 
tative of the Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders. Association 
and L. B. Cummings, emergency food agent, for Fond du 
Lac County. 

Born under these environments the Pure Bred Bull 
Drive passed all the vicissitudes of infancy in safety, 
grew into lusty childhood and before its first birthday 
anniversary had been attained was known, admired and 
being held up as an example of growth and promise far and 
wide. Ask anyone in Fond du Lac County today what he 
thinks of its future and he will answer, “The half hasn’t 
been told.” 

The first step taken in the Pure Bred Bull Drive in 
Fond du Lac County was to secure a cow census. This was 
done through the cooperation of Superintendent of Schools 
M. M. Duel, County Emergency Food Agent Cummings and 
the teachers and pupils of the rural schools. The returns 
while not complete were at least illuminating. What is 
more they were of a character to set men to thinking. The 
best township showed 54 per cent of the sires were pure- 
breds, 26 per cent grades and 20 per cent plain scrubs. The 
worst township showed 80 per cent scrubs with only 12 
per cent pure breds and 8 per cent grades. The other 19 
townships lay in between. 

This informaticn was produced in chart form and the

speakers D. S. Bullock and L. B. Cum- 
mings authorized to go forth to do mis- 
sionary work and offer to trade purebred 
bulls for grades or scrubs even up, the 
farmer to be allowed his choice of 
breed. The campaign was launched in 
one of the most benighted townships. It 
was a hot July night but the audience 
was cold. There were forty farmers 
present and not a trade in sight. They 
were looking for the joker and not for 
the purebred bull. The more they looked 
for jokers the less they saw but that 
didn’t allay suspicion. In the meantime 
the missionaries moved on to other dis- 
tricts. By and by men became interest- 
ed and asked questions. And then the 
trades commenced to follow one after 
another till at the end of six weeks 43 
had been made. 

Circumstances necessitated halting 
the campaign over the period of a few 
months. It was not renewed till Feb- 
ruary of the present year and then un- 
der the direction of the Fond du Lac 
County Live Stock Breeders with L. B. 
Cummings in charge as field man. A 
new organization was effected; rather 
the old one took on a new form with a 
sub-chairman for each township and 
assistants in each school district. A new census was 
taken and note the result. 

In a township where the first census had shown only 
16 per cent of the sires to be purebreds five farmers in 
a single school district reported to the census enumerator 
that they were in the market for purebred sires and they 
wanted Holsteins. A man who had been getting along 
with a good grade remarked, “Well, I guess they’ll be after 
me next—count me in for a purebred.” 

The township that was the scene of the first meeting 
last year has been a large purchaser of purebred sires at 
private treaty, they didn’t wait for an opportunity to trade. 
They simply went out in the open market, bought pure- 
bred sires, paid for them and installed them at the head 
of their herds. School district after school district is being 
reported in the hundred per cent class, where every dairy 
sire is a purebred. And now the race is on between the 
townships to determine which township will be the first 
to announce that there isn’t a grade or a scrub sire 
within its boundaries. 

Public meetings are now being held five nights a week. 
They are neighborhood affairs. One meeting is held in a 
township. Then the speakers move on to the next township 
and so on till the county is covered. Then they start in 
over again and make a new circuit. 

One of the difficulties now is to get enough purebred 
bulls to meet the demand. Thus far the breeders have 
volunteered bulls ranging in age from three to nine 
months. When this plan fails it is proposed to resort to 
the draft, the selective draft requiring every breeder of 
purebreds to furnish a certain number, one or more. 
The plan is this. The owner of the purebred gets the 
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scrub or grade bull in exchange—even exchange. Usually 
at the prevailing bologna prices the larger bull will bring 
enough on the block to insure a fair price for the purebred 
calf. Anyhow the scrub is gotten out of the county and 
destroyed—it must be destroyed—that is one of the con 
ditions. Another condition stipulates that the man who 
gets a purebred bull on these terms must use him in his 
herd two years. 

The Fond du Lac County Live Stock Breeders Associa- 
tion is posting signs over the gates making the entrance 
to every farm where a purebred sire is used. The sign, a 
neat metal affair, reads: 

“Pure Bred Sire Used on this Farm.” 

In order to get one of these signs the farmer must prove 
up—he must show the field man his registration papers. 
Later it is proposed to prepare a map marking the farms 
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where these purebred sires are used These 3 
be posted in public places. It is likely they will be Gam 
lished in the newspapers. All in all they will furnish 3 
impetus to the campaign which has started asa coun 
undertaking, expanded to a state-wide affair a f : 
months ago and is now nation-wide in its scope. ie 

What is being done in Fond du Lac County is 
duplicated in a score of other Wisconsin counties e 
which is marked up on the Badger State honor roll. To be 
exact, twenty-two counties have qualified for the honor roll 
by putting organizations into the field to prosecute th 
Pure Bred Bull Drive to a finish.

What Do You Know About Bran? 


A person would likely get into a scrap by telling another 
that he doesn’t know bran, but if we are to judge by the 
prices that some feeders are willing to pay for bran it 
would seem that there are a lot of people who don’t know 
as much about it as they might know. The flight of bran 
prices is attracting a great deal of attention. It certainly 
is making some world’s record evolutions. It is bad enough 
here in north central Ohio where a lot of bran is produced 
and of course it is still worse the farther it gets from home. 
This condition is particularly noteworthy when it is recol- 
lected that in times gone by there was no sale for bran 
and that our millers allowed it to float down stream as the 
cheapest way to get rid of an encumbrance. 

The government price was very reasonable from the 
buyer’s standpoint, but, of course, mighty unreasonable in 
the opinion of the seller. There was such a scramble to 
get cheap bran that many toes were tramped in the rush 
and a deal of “cussin’” was done when some hungry buyer 
failed to get the lion’s share and the tiger’s, too. Feeders 
suddenly realized, scrutinized or visionized that bran is the 
great feed, the only thing worth while and the last hope of 
a despondent world of feeders. Men who had previously 
bought it in parcels-post dribs suddenly demanded it by 
the wagon load, the truck load, yes, the carload. The old 
fogy who lIfad “never seen no good in them bought feeds 
no how” was milking his cows an hour earlier in the morn- 
ing in order to beat the other fellow to the mill. Bran 
was fed to cows, bran was fed to horses, bran was fed to 
hogs, to sheep, to all the feathered denizens of the barn- 
yard; bran, bran, bran was fed to every living creature 
including the hired girl. When everybody found out that 
bran was the cheapest feed on the market it became a 
strenuous contest to see who could get the most of this 
suddenly popular feed. The same government that set the 

price had to step forward and umpire the game of distri- 
buting it. 

Millers were required to ship the same percentage of 
their wheat feeds to each particular state as they had ship- 
ped “before the war.” Feeders were requested, if not 
compelled to almost quit feeding bran to horses and 
hogs. The writer lives only “ten steps or more from the 
miller’s door’ and he was a constant witness to the fact 
that the farmer that grew the wheat was very frequently 
unable to buy its husk. There are several reasons for this 
condition chief of which is the fact that these producers 
had not heretofore been heavy buyers of bran. The gov- 
ernment plan should not be criticised merely because an 
entirely new class of buyers began to frequent the market 
place. 

Now that supply and demand are back in the saddle to 
regulate prices it may be interesting to dairymen to discuss 
the subject of bran and its price. It is possible that the 
government put the price too low, but present prices are 
unquestionably too high when its real feeding value is 
compared to that of other feeds. It is not always true 
that a thing is worth whatever it will bring in the market 
Some buyers, without stopping to figure, very frequently 
follow the crowd and continue to bid after true values have 
been reached. Ground oats at present prices will furnish 
the required lightness that so many dairymen desire and it 
will produce more milk for the money than bran. Oil meal 
has a better effect upon the digestive tract than bran, has 
immensely more protein and is in most respects the super- 
ior of bran. It costs more per ton than bran and it is 
worth much more. 


Cottonseed meal used in moderation’ 


furnishes more protein and produces more milk for the 
money than bran. Gluten feed is one of the very depend- 
able dairy feeds. Distillers dried grains—well, good bye! 
Corn, although somewhat deficient in protein, is just about 
the most dependable feed that the dairyman can use, 
Nothing can equal corn in putting health and stamina in a 
herd of cattle, old and young alike. Some persons have: 
found fault with it, but in nearly every such case it has 
been almost the only feed used—too much of a good thing. 
A herd of cattle fed a balanced ration containing a gener- 
ous amount of corn will produce more milk for the money, 
will produce more calves per cow and the young stock will 
make better growth than a herd fed any kind of a com- 
bination that does not contain corn. We dairymen can’t 
get too close to the cornfield, but we know a lot of them 
that keep their cows too close to the grist mill. The writer 
almost quit the use of bran several years ago. 

Bran is all right for an ailing cow and it seems to sup- 
ply material for the bone of the growing animal, and its use 
in moderate quantities is advisable. The man who is test- 
ing cows may be wise to use an abundance or even an over- 
abundance, of bran, but this letter is written for the every- 
day dairyman who is competing with the whole United 
States and the half of Texas in producing dairy products 
and who may have a mortgage to pay with the profits that 
are left after the feed dealers have demanded their “me 
first.” The government made the low price. Who is 
making the high price? You answer, the millers and 
feed dealers. You are entirely—wrong! You, yourself, 
are an influential factor in the making of feed prices. 
Every time you order bran as a part of the dairy cow menu, 
just that often you are boosting bran prices. The mana- 
ger of one of Ohio’s greatest flour mills admitted to the 
writer that when he had buyers for two cars of feed and 
only one car on hand the price went up. The millers and 
the dealers are better than an X-ray machine at deter- 
mining the amount of money in the dairyman’s purse and 
they put the price to suit. In all truth, the big demand 
for bran is from that class of dairymen who have had only 
a very limited experience with many of our best feeds. It 
would be mighty interesting to put some of the present 
buyers of bran upon the witness stand and have them tell 
us why they are using it and to give an account of their ex- 
periences with distillers grains, gluten feed, oil meal and 
cottonseed meal, not to mention ground corn and oats. The 
only way to get the price of bran down where it belongs is 
to use less of it, and it will certainly not have any serious 
results to drop its use for a whole year, as many herds of 
productive and profitable cows have never even tasted 
bran. Yes, there are many people who don’t know bran, 
but they think they do, and they are the chaps who are re- 
sponsible for its present unreasonable price.

DELAWARE BREEDERS MEET AT WINTERTHUR 


The final meeting of the winter series of the Deladare 
Holstein-Friesian Association was held March 18th at 
Winterthur Farms. 

The speaker of the day was Prof. J. C. McDowell of 
the Dairy Dept. at Washington who spoke on the advan- 
tages of keeping records of milk production and costs, 
communitty breeding and the benefits derived from pure- 
bred Holstein sires. 














AST week we presented editorially a few thoughts on 
L the question of Production and Reproduction, point- 
ing out what we believe to be a serious defect in our 
present 305-day division. This 10-month-test was estab- 
lished for the avowed purpose of providing a test which 
would allow the cow to make a long distance record and 
freshen approximately every 12 months. Our contention is 
that if a cow completing a record in this division actually 
fulfills the intent by freshening again in a year of there- 
abouts, she should be given full credit for her performance 
by recognition that will set her record apart from other 
records in the same division which did not fulfill this intent 
with respect to calving. 

The every-day dairyman and little breeder cannot at 
ford to carry his cows at high pressure for the full vear, 
not breeding them 
until late in the 
lactation period, 
with consequent 
chances for per- 
manent injury 
and the economic 
loss in the da- 
creased number of 
calves over a pe- 
riod of years. 

In that editor- 
ial we extended 
an invitation to

From Fred Pabst. 


Characterizing this subject as one of vital importance 
to breeders of Holstein cattle, Mr. Pabst continues: “We 
have some time ago discussed the advisability of discon- 
tinuing making 365-day tests. Making yearly records and 
not breeding cows until 5 or 6 months after freshening 
minimizes in many instances the chances of getting them 
with calf. 

“We have now decided to discontinue the 12 month test 
with probably a few exceptions and substitute therefor 
the 306 day test. We are doing this because it is our aim, 
the same as a successful manufacturer, to get full efficiency 
out of each unit, which in our case of course is the cow. 
To breed a cow on a yearly test before 5 months after 
freshening is ruinous to the record. With the 305 day test 
a cow can be bred 3 months after freshening, thus enabling 
her to produce a calf during the year which every good 
business cow should do. 

‘It is unnatural to force a cow for 12 months and a visit 
to many of the breeding establishments where this has been 
done assures one that the percentage of barren cows ex- 
ceeds a reasonable percentage. 

“Especially in these times when the country is crying 
for more production, a 12 month test is out of place. If 
a cow should not conceive with the first service, it is less 
objectionable to continue the test, but we start out with 
the idea of running our cows for 305 days. The 14 or 15 
month calving requirement in my opinion is worthy of 
consideration. 

“It is my sincere hope that the 305 day test will be 
more popular and eventually displace the 12 month test 
entirely."—Fred Pabst, Oconomowoc, Wis. 

From J. M. Hackney. 

From his extended experience with the long time test, 
Mr. Hackney’s testimony on this subject should carry 
special weight. Following is his letter: “I am a firm be- 
liever in the yearly test, and believe that every good 
breeder in America will have to come to it. It is right in 
principle. No cow has a right to be called great unless 
she can continue her work throughout a longer period

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than seven and thirty days—or in other words, for twelve 
months. I am getting constant calls for bulls from yearly 
record cows, showing that the trend of mind of the breeders 
today is along that line. 

“IT know that it means lots of work, but we men who 
are engaged in producing the best cattle in the world can 
afford to do that work and do it cheerfully, and if the work 
is too heavy, we must do less of it, but do it well. In other 
words, run fewer cows through the year, but keep it going. 

“In my experience, I have found that a yearly record 
does not hurt a cow, but I do not allow them to be fed in 
any way but a natural manner. I never allow crowding, 
for the seven, thirty-day or yearly test. It is true that we 
can feed higher for seven and thirty days, without fear’of 
damage, than we can for long time test, but I do my 
greatest work in preparation for seven and thirty-day test, 
by feeding before freshening. Such feeding does not hurt 
any cow in my judgment. 

“The trouble with the yearly test has been to have a cow 
give birth to a calf every twelve months. Carrying the calf 
reduces the record somewhat, and to offset this the 305- 
day period was advocated. In my judgment, it has not been 
a complete success as it does not finish properly. Your 
suggestion that a cow must freshen again within a specific 
number of months, say fourteen or fifteen, is correct in 
principle, and fully in accord with my judgment.”’—J. M. 
Hackney, St. Paul, Minn. 


From Professor H. H. Wing 


Professor Wing’s reputation as a sound thinker on 
Holstein problems adds weight to the following concise 
statement of his opinion: “So far as I have been able to 
observe breeders make so little distinction between the 
305 and 365 day records that it is scarcely worth while to 
maintain them. 

“I. quite agree 
with you that it is 
very desirable to 
establish some sort 
of record which 
would recognize the 
the production of a 
calf within approxi- 
mately one year’s 
time. This, as you 
know, is already 
done by the Jersey 
and Guernsey 
breeders in the es- 
tablishment of what 
is known as the 
‘double letter’ 
classes. I think the 
same thing could 
be secured by not 
admitting a cow 
with a 305-day rec- 
ord unless she pro- 
duces a calf within 
four months (three 
to five months) af- 
ter the completion 
of the 305 day rec- 
ord. You would 
then have the two 
classes of records, 
the full year rec- 
ord and the ten 
months’ record with 
a calf, and breeders could choose the one that seemed to 
them most desirable.’—H. H. Wing, Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N. Y.

From John B. Irwin 


This letter from Mr. Irwin will be read with especial in- 
terest from the fact that he fathered the original bill estab- 
lishing the ten months’ test. Mr. Irwin raises some objec- 
tions that are worthy of consideration. “Regarding calving 
requirements in the ten months test, the idea is a good 
one that the cow should drop a living calf within fourteen 
months of her previous freshening, at the beginning of her 
test. The difficulty is in the practical working out of such 
a plan that the records could not be filed and completed 
until certificates had been received that the cow had 
freshened within four months of the close of the test. So 
the original thought was that we should have to let the 
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public demand the dates of calving in their consideration 
of the records. 

“As I said in the beginning, it was the intention, in 
establishing the 10 months test, to make it the practical 
long-time test, so that the cow could drop her calf every 
year and make a creditable long-time test. But whether it 
would be practical to keep the calving records in the A. R. 
office or not is a question that would have to be considered. 
Personally I believe the 10 months test should be on the 
same basis as the year test with as few complications as 
possible. In fact, the long period proposition is already so 
complicated that many are loath to undertake it. 

A great many breeders will appreciate your taking your 
position in favor of the ten months test, but I question 
whether it is advisable at this time to make it any more 
cumbersome than it stands at present, on the same basis 
as the year test.’”—John B. Irwin, Minneapolis, Minn. 

From Professor Eckles. 

Professor Eckles takes a firm stand in favor of a calving 
requirement, making the point that a 305 day test under 
present provisions means no more than 289 or any other 
number of days. Following is his statement: “I assume 
the original purpose in establishing the 305-day test was to 
have a test period of approximately the same length as when 
cows calve at 12 month intervals according to the usual 
practice in herds not under A. R. O. test. A test period of 
this length makes it possible for the owner of the cow to 
make a creditable record and secure a calf by the end of the 
12 month period. Furthermore farmers who supply the 
markets with milk will be justified in looking upon records 
covering this length 
of time as more near- 
ly comparable with 
their own conditions. 
However, as this di- 
vision of official test- 
ing has been carried 
on so far it has in my 
iudement been of lit- 
tle if any valueexcept 
insofar as it is astart 
in the right direction. 
The weakness of the 
present plan is that 
"Oo requirement is 
made regarding 
calving within a spe- 
cified time after the 
test is completed. 
Without some such 
rrevision it means 
little more to me to 
state how much a 
cow produced in 305 
days than it would 
to state how much 
she gave in 289 days 
or any other number 
of days. As near as I can make out from the records 
published practically all records in this class now available 
are merely the first 305 days of a year’s record and the 
assumption is that the cow did not calve for several months 
at least after the record was completed. In order that the 
305 day test may serve a more useful purpose I am in favor 
of a provision allowing the entry to be made only when 
the cow gives birth to a calf within 60, or at least 120 
days, after the test is completed. With such a provision it 
would be clearly impossible to make the maximum record 
for twelve months and at the same time qualify for the 
305 day division. I do not consider this objection should 
prevent making the rules for the 305 day test so it will 
mean something or else dispense with it entirely. Really 
the plan followed by the Jersey Club in my judgment 
meets the situation better than does the 305 day test. 
Provision is made for two classes in the yearly division. 
Entry is made in one class by record alone and if a calf is 
dropped within 120 days after completing the record the 
cow is put into the AA class.”—C. H. Eckles, University 
of Missouri, Columbia, Mo. 

From Peter Small. 

Ranking as. one of the leading breeders and developers 
of long time producers, Mr. Small’s judgment is based on 
wide experience. His letter follows: “Our great 305 day 
record was made and Jennie De Kol Veeman Wayne fresh- 
ened all in 11% months. I really consider that is too much 
to expect of our good cows, but I would recommend that 
calving requirements should call for under 14 months. 
That would give nice time to let up and give cow a fair 
rest, or rather try to, as it is most impossible to get our 
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gocd yearly cows to let up milking.”—P 
toriend (Obie. p g eter Small, Ches- 
From Hargrove & Arnold. 
The following letter from R. A. Arnold of tl g 

& Arnold Holstein Co., ee 
carries special weight 
from the splendid success 
this firm is having in 
developing long time rec- 
ord cows that repeat. “I 
do not think that a calv- 
ing requirement for a 


any value whatever. 
Breeders are just as anx- 
ious to get calves as 
they are to get records, 
and it is our experience 
that a cow will finish 
about as strong on long 
time work if she is five 
or six months along in 
calf as if she is not in 
calf at all. Hence it is 
our policy to have them 
freshen about three 
months after finishing 
their test. This will pro- 
duce a calf in thirteen 
months and give them a 
chance to make a very creditable 305 day record. 

“The objection that I would see to this sort of a re- 
quirement is that the man whose cows were for some rea- 
son hard to get with calf, would lose out on her record 
when he was not to blame. Cows for some reason or other 
don’t always get with calf when you want them to. If any 
such requirement is made it should be made on all cows for 
all records—7 day and all—for a cow’s good 7 day record 
should be discredited if she could not get with calf again, 
for the same reason that the longer time record would be 
discredited. 

I believe that the more experience that a breeder has 
in making long time records will all the more firmly con- 
vince him that a cow must be kept producing calves once 
a year or every 15 months at longest. A good cow should 
make a good 365 day record and produce a calf in 15 
months. 

“It is our experience that a cow will be hard to get 
with calf if she passes more than five or six periods of 
heat, while on the other hand I believe that it is a good 
plan to allow them 
to skip two or 
three periods of 
heat before being 
bred. It gives the 
generative organs 
a chance to build 
up, and in our ex- 
perience they get 
with calf usually 
with one service. 

“Hence I _ be- 
lieve that any such 
rules would only 
impose a hardship 
and do no_ good 
whatever, because, 
as I say, breeders 
are forced by the 
laws of nature to 
keep them produc- 
ing or take great 
chances on having 
them not get with 
calf at all, which 
reason is the chief 
objection to the 
making of long 
time records. This 
condition was 
brought about by 
not breeding the 
cows for too long 
a time. It was for- 
merly the policy of 
bec ssbeed men to not breed a cow until she had about 
completed her year record. This in many cases resulted 
in the cows never getting with calf, or at least for a long

Dickinson & Son, owners, Lake Gene- 
va, Wis.

36 Lbs. in North Country

PICTURE GALLERY 
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Handling the Inquiries 


NE of our advertisers touches upon a fundamental 
O factor in the success of a Holstein business, in a 

letter from which we quote: “I am pleased to report 
that I have had an unusual number of responses to my 
advertisement for a herd bull. Quite a few ignored the 
request to send photo, pedigree, weight, and price. I realize 
it is quite difficult to send photos. This did not matter so 
much, but so many of them simply send pedigree of the 
sire. Others no pedigree, but mention the butter record of 
the dam, omitting all reference to the amount of milk. 
Others omitted the price. However, I believe I have suffi- 
cient inquiries that gave enough information to warrant 
further consideration.” 

This situation applies not only to the man who inserts 
his own advertisement stating his requirements, but also 
to the man who answers your advertisement of somthing 
you wish to sell. If you do not give him the information he 
specifically asks for you are placing your offering at a 
handicap, if not throwing it out of consideration entirely. 
When a man wants to buy a herd sire it is a pretty import- 
ant move for him. He realizes that it may make or break 
him as a breeder. Accordingly he has certain ideas that 
he wants to fulfill. When he has asked once for information 
on the particular points that appeal to him as of special 
significance and you have failed to give it, the chances are 
very strongly against his coming back again with a dupli- 
cation of the request. The other fellow with no better ani- 
mal for the money—ten chances to one—will make the 
sale. 

Answer Every One of Them. 


It seems almost unbelievable but the weight of evidence 
seems to prove that many breeders who are spending their 
good money for advertising, are failing to answer inquiries 
that come to them in response to their advertisements. 
Think of investing from $200 to $2000 in newspaper adver- 
tising, and then throwing the whole investment away 
through neglect of the very things that make it possible to 
harvest the returns. Just recently a prominent middle 
western business man who maintains a high class Holstein 
herd, was in the market for a herd bull. For certain rea- 
sons he did not wish to disclose his identity, and there- 
fore instructed his farm manager to write on plain paper 
to a number of World advertisers concerning their offer- 
ings. He was ready to pay $2500 for a bull when he found 
what he wanted, but for some reason, doubtless because 
the letter of inquiry did not look propitious, two of the 
breeders whose lines of breeding he was especially in- 
terested in, ignored his request entirely, and gave him no 
answer at all. Proper attention to this particular unprom- 
ising inquiry would have paid the year’s advertising bill of 
one or the other of these breeders. This incident is given 
to show how dangerous it is to judge the value of pros- 
pective customers by the appearance of their letter of 
inquiry. The only safe and business like way is to answer 
every inquiry—postal cards and all—promptly and com- 
pletely, and with ALL of the information that is specifically 
requested. 

There is another feature of this situation that should not 
be overlooked. When you fail to answer inquiries resulting 
from your advertisements you are not only pursuing a 
short-sighted policy from the standpoint of your own 
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business, but you are also hurting the standing of the 
publication used, and perhaps turning someone definite] 
away from the breed. Not long ago we received a poses 
card from a southern reader, with the startling information 
that he had answered six advertisements of bulls that 
he thought might do for his herd, and that not one of the 
six had responded. He was a beginner, and seemed rather 
inclined to be resentful again Holstein breeders in general 
and intimated that he could waste no more time seeking 
information from World advertisers. Other publishers 
could duplicate these stories if they would. They are in no 
sense unique with respect to either to the World or the 
Holstein breed. But they represent a condition that is 
costly and unbusinesslike, and without excuse or reason 
for existence. 

Get Stationery and Use It. 


These little incidents also point to the importance from 
the standpoint of the breeder of having attractive and busi. 
ness-like farm stationery. 

If you are inclined to size up prospective customers by 
the appearance of their letters to you, think how much 
more consideration the other fellow is giving to this same 
question with respect to your letters to him. When he 
buys a bull from you it means much more to him than 
it does to you. The future of his whole herd may depend 
upon the wisdom of his selection. A well-written letter, 
neatly typewritten on an attractive letter head, will convey 
to him the impression that you are a solid, substantial 
breeder, and the things you say to him will be given con- 
sideration proportionately greater. At this time we will 
not go further into the construction of the sales-letter, 
as that is a subject worthy of separate treatment. The 
particular points we wish to emphasize here are first, pro- 
vide yourself with suitable business stationery and if pos- 
sible a typewriter; second, give the information requested; 
and third, give attention to every single inquiry that comes 
to you. No matter how unpromising they may look, you 
never can tell what is back of them, or what they may lead 
to. The only safe rule is to take care of them all. 


Why a Dairyman Should Buy Victory 
Liberty Notes 


(Written exclusively for Holstein-Friesian World.) 


HE dairymen of the United States were liberal sub- 

F scribers to the various Liberty Loans put out during 

the war. They did their bit, and did it with a will. Are 

they going to do their part in taking the Victory Liberty 
Loan? 

Answering this question by asking another—should 
dairymen take the Loan? 

Of course there are the big reasons of patriotism for 
their saying yes. We must finish the job! The debts of 
the war are honorable debts, and it is a call to patriotism 
when the funds are asked for by the Government to clear 
them off. 

But there also are certain sound business reasons for 
taking the Loan, and some of these touch dairymen very 
closely. 

The dairy business is peculiarly dependent on prosper- 
ity. It is a business of considerable hazard—the hazard of 
crop failure, the hazard of draught, the hazard of cattle 
disease and death. In times of prosperity, when the busi- 
ness flourishes, these hazards (while ever present) are 
relatively lessened. Therefore the dairyman has a most 
potent reason for desiring prosperity in the country. 

The Victory Liberty Loan is the Prosperity Loan, and 
not through any magic, but through the ordinary channels 
of finance. 

To prove this we may lay down a_ proposition—the 
war debts must and will be cleared off. The Government 
will pay its honorable debts. The money from the Victory 
Liberty Loan will be used for this purpose. And that 
money can come from only one of two sources—the people 
or the banks. If the people take the Loan the banks will 
retain their liquid funds to loan out to business (including 
the dairy business) and there will be prosperity. But if 
the banks are obliged to take the Loan, because of the in- 
difference of the people, or because the people fail to 
understand the situation, there will be no funds left for 
business needs (including the needs of the dairy business). 

We take it that the dairyman will perceive the sound- 
ness of the argument. And his common sense will show 
him how to act. American dairymen will be behind the 
Victory Liberty Loan with all their might.—John Price

Three Questions of Fundamental Importance For Your Consideration. 


Association of America is the most Demo- 

cratic institution connected with the business 
of breeding purebred animals. 

Not only is this true but the Holstein breeder 
of today is keen enough to recognize its value 
as an argument in favor of the greatest dairy 
machine on earth—the Holstein-Friesian cow. 

Another thing that the Holstein breeder who 
is at all familiar with conditions in the dairy field 
today knows, is that upon the success of the 
dairy industry as a whole depends his success in 
the business of breeding Holstein-Friesian cattle. 

He is or should be interested very, very vi- 
tally in the welfare of the dairy industry, and we 
have plenty of evidence of his interest. 

Who is it that figures largely in practically 
every movement for better markets for dairy 
products? The Holstein breeder. Who is it that 
assumes the leadership in promoting sound legis- 
lation that will permit the dairy industry to reach 
most favorable conditions? The Holstein breed- 
er. Who is it that, through his work, is enabling 
the dairy industry to reach higher levels of pro- 
duction? The Holstein breeder. 

The man who breeds Holsteins, we are proud 
to admit, is not alone in this great work. He 
has the cooperation and assistance of the breed- 
ers of Guernseys, of Jerseys, and of Ayrshires, 
but as a general proposition the breeder of the 
Black and White cow figures more largely in 
the matter because he is more numerous. 

Elsewhere in this issue the Extension Depart- 
ment of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, through its director, William M. Rider, 
has outlined a plan for a National Holstein cam- 
paign. 

This is but one of a number of good ideas that 


| has been said that the Holstein-Friesian 


have come out from the Extension Department 


of our National Association, not only under the 
management of Mr. Rider but of his predeces- 
sors as well. 

The Extension Department of the National 
Association has accomplished a great work. But 
it has still greater opportunities before it—op- 
portunities in which Holstein breeders generally 
should have a share—opportunities which bring 
responsibilities and which again our breeders 
Should share. This is a big world. The dairy 
industry is growing. We have but scratched the 
surface. Limitless are our boundaries for exten- 
sion and development. 

The World has been conducting a symposium 
upon the long and the short-time tests. 

Never before in our history as a publication 
have we seen such a wealth of material as this 





series “Ten Vital Questions” has brought out. 

The results have prompted us to inquire 
whether the application of a similar quéstionnaire 
to general dairy conditions and particularly to 
dairy conditions as they affect Holstein interests 
would not also develop many ideas that would 
be of real value in making the most of the oppor- 
tunities that lie before the breed. 

We believe that the thinking man in the dairy 
industry and within our own industry will wel- 
come an opportunity to voice his views upon 
what the dairy industry should make its chief 
aim at this particular time. 

In periods of reconstruction, all industries 
face problems. There are problems in the dairy 
industry today, the right settlement of which is 
of the utmost importance to its welfare. 

As we have said before what affects the dairy 
industry affects the Holstein industry, since the 
latter is dependent upon it. 

May we, therefore, present for the thoughtful 
consideration of the industry at large these three 
fundamental questions, relating first to the dairy 
industry and secondly to the Holstein industry as 
one of its most important branches. 

1. What is the greatest need of the dairy in- 
dustry at this time and how can that need be 
supplied? 

2. What can the purebred Holstein industry 
do that will render the greatest service to the 
dairy industry upon which it depends for its suc- 
cess? 

3. What steps, if any, should the Holstein 
industry take to prepare itself for rendering this 
service? 

The first question, since it is of general in- 
terest, should appeal particularly to those educa- 
tors who have made a study of the dairy indus- 
try as a whole. The second question brings us a 
little nearer to our own chosen profession, and 
the third asks us to take an inventory of our work 
to see if we are prepared to render the service 
which experience has taught us can be rendered 
and which our record, as a factor in upbuilding 
the dairy industry thus far, entitles us to believe 
we are qualified to render. 

The consideration of these broader questions 
of the welfare of the dairy industry may not 
bring such concrete ideas as did the other series 
of questions, but it may be depended upon to 
bring out for our guidance and broader under- 
standing the principles upon which we should 
proceed, as an industry, to work out our best 
interests. 

May we not have, through the World, a full 
discussion of these propositions?

GET READY FOR HOLSTEIN WEEK—MAY 1 


Director William M. Rider of the Extension Department 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America is planning 
a National Holstein campaign to begin May ist. Mr. Rider 
has written a letter to the Holstein-Friesian Clubs through- 
out the country, numbering three hundred, in which he 
outlines the preliminary details of this campaign. Two 
objects are sought. One looks to the dissemination of 
pertinent information relative to the food value of milk, 
particularly Holstein milk. The other main objective is 
to extend the popularity and usefulness of the breed not 
only in its present territory but in new fields. 

The World is in hearty accord, very naturally, with 
both these objects and as a measure of cooperation is 
presenting elsewhere in this issue two or three questions 
for consideration by dairy educators and Holstein breeders 
generally throughout the country. 

Mr. Rider’s letter which outlines in detail the plans for 
the campaign is as follows: 

“Plans are nearing completion as they relate to our 
National Campaign which is to be launched May Ist, and 
will continue throughout that month, and possibly through 
June. Its chief objects are: 1st, to extend the popularity 
and usefulness of our breed, not only in its present terri- 
tory, but in new fields, where it will increase efficiency in 
milk produttion by superseding the present low-producing 
cattle now prevalent. 2d, To better acquaint the public with 
the food value of milk, and with facts and figures of the 
merits and extent to which milk from Holstein cows is be- 
ing used. 

To accomplish our aims we will direct our efforts along 
three or four main lines. Through the cooperation of all 
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interested in Holsteins in the various parts of our land, 
we shall set up, in many cities and towns, an attractive 
educational display. This, to bring out the comparative 
food value of milk with other foods and through the use 
of attractive placards, posters and photographs surround- 
ing the exhibit, the public will become acquainted with 
Holstein milk, its value and its great popularity; facts at 
present unknown to the general public, and thought, by 
them, to be possessed only by milk from those breeds 
whose cows give a milk of a high butterfat test. This dis- 
play is to remain in place for at least the first full week 
in May, and longer where interest and support warrants, 
The Extension Service will provide all the material except 
foods and local accessories. This will be sent, including 
suggestions for its arrangement, to all persons, or Holstein 
clubs, who will secure suitable locations, and who will be 
responsible for the setting up of the exhibit. 

To supplement this display there will be held meetings, 
at which time the great food value of milk, and other in- 
teresting topics relating to dairying and the Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow will be given. These to be addressed to recognized 
authorities on these subjects. Each local community will 
be urged to appoint a committee to take charge of this 
phase of our campaign, as well as that concerning the dis- 
play, wherever such a committee can be selected. This 
is particularly desirable where local clubs cooperate as a 
unit. 

In addition to the meeting there will be considerable 
press publicity given to the campaign—this to be taken 
care of by the local people in cooperation with the Ex- 
tension Department. The subject matter will be assembled 
and arranged as _ as possible. Facts and photographs 
are to be secured relating to local, state and national 
Holstein activities, and about milk as a food, and the 
cooperation of the local press secured. The Extension 
Department will welcome any articles, photographs, and 
suggestions relative to what has been said above concern- 
ing the campaign. 

There remains one other feature to which I wish to 
call your attention, and ask for your cooperation and sup- 
port. I refer to a display on the billboards, in various parts 
of the different states, of a twenty-four sheet poster. This 
poster to be shown for two months, May and June, and to 
picture one of the best cows of our breed, with an appeal 
to “Raise Holstein-Friesian Cattle,” ‘Farmers Best Friend,” 
and further urging the greater use of milk, calling atten-

NEW JERSEY STATE MEETING 

President D. D. Aitken of Flint, Mich., furnished the 
chief feature of the annual meeting of the New Jersey 
State Holstein-Friesian Breeders Association held at Som- 
erville on March 15th. Though the meeting was rather 
slimly attended, about sixty breeders turning out, it was 
one of the most interesting ever held in that state. The 
New Jersey breeders are much interested in the coming 
National meeting at Philadelphia, and plan to attend in 
large numbers. 

The sessions began at 10.30 a. m. and the meeting was 
addressed in the morning by Louis Harding of Sussex, N. 
J., Treasurer of the Dairymen’s League, and by H. W. 
Jeffries of Plainsboro, N. J., who is connected with the 
Walker-Gordon interests. The annual report of the officers, 
including that of the secretary-treasurer, Jacob Todd, Jr., 
which is given elsewhere in the World, shows the State 
Association to be maintaining progress. 

President Aitken’s address was of interest not only to 
Holstein men but to the general dairymen, for in it he dis- 
cussed the dairymen‘s milk marketing problems. Mr. 
Aitken brought out his oft-repeated assertion that dairy- 
men generally proceed upon an incorrect principle in es- 
tablishing the price of their products. Dairymen are prone 
to name a price based on the cost of the product, whereas 
according fo Mr. Aitken, the price of dairy products should 
be based upon their value. Mr. Aitken has preached this 
doctrine for a long time and dairymen generally are be- 
ginning to recognize the soundness of it. No other business 
on earth establishes the price for its products upon cost 
alone. The cost of the product determines whether we 
will manufacture it or not. Its price is based upon its value 
to the user and is affected by the demand rather than by 
cost. The speaker outlined the plan of the National Dairy 
Council to increase the demand for dairy products through 
advertising. 

Mr. Aitken urged a large attendance of New Jersey 
breeders at the coming National meeting of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America to be held at Philadelphia. 
He was surprised to find that a large number of his audi- 
ence were not members of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, and in further discussion upon this subject, outlined 
the benefits to these men that arise from membership in‘the 
National Association. Mr. Aitken made a statement that 
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during the present fiscal year, the membership would be 
increased by twice as many names as had ever been added 
before and that the Association was doing fully 20 per 
cent more business than it had ever done before. 

K. B. Bennett, president of the Pennsylvania State Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, spoke upon the National meet. 
ing and the Moyer sale to be held in connection with it 
He urged the New Jersey men to attend this meeting ang 
appealed for funds for the entertainment of visitors at 
Philadelphia, on the ground that New Jersey breeders 
would be benefitted by having the meeting so close at 
hand. 

An invitation was received by the Association from 
Forsgate Farms, Jamesburg, N. J., to hold a field meeting 
at that place in April, which was accepted. The Associa. 
tion also took action with respect to a purebred bull drive 
in New Jersey and upon other matters of similar nature 
brought before the meeting. 

At the annual election of officers, the following were 
chosen: 

President, Louis H. Schenck, Somerville, N. J.; first 
vice-president, Chas. L. Roberts, Basking Ridge, N. J.; sec.

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COOPERATIVE MILK MARKETING 
IN NEW YORK 

Last week we presented a brief 
story of the big meeting at Utica, N. 
Y., attended by over 3000 dairymen- 
delegates, where steps were taken to 
complete the formation of the great- 
est milk-marketing cooperative project 
ever attempted. 

The following explanation of the 
plan in pamphlet form was handed 
each delegate at the convention on 
March 22. 

“The Dairymen’s League, Inc., which 
is acting as the sales agent for the 
producer, has experienced diffiéulty in 
securing satisfactory prices, due to the 
fact that at’ certain seasons of the 
year there is a surplus of milk. This 
surplus has had the effect of forcing 
duwn the price of fluid milk, not only 
during the period of its existence, but 
before and after, dealers claiming that 
they have had to protect themselves 
against losses incurred or likely to be 
incurred, due to the surplus. 

It is the feeling of the Directors of 
the Dairymen’s League that some 
method should be provided to care for 
this surplus. The Directors also feel 
that some method must be worked out 
so that each stockholder will stand on 
an equal footing in the sale of his milk 
with every other stockholder. 

Special Legislative Acts 

The way for action along the desired 
lines was made clear in 1918 when 
members of the league and other farm- 
erg secured the passage of an Act by 
the Legislature of the State of New 
York known as Article 13-A of the 
Membership Corporation Law, which 
act provides for the organization on 
co-operative marketing associations tu 
market agricultural, dairy and horti- 
cultural products. In conjunction witn 
this Act the Penal Law was amended 
to allow collective bargaining by farm- 
ers, dairymen and fruit growers fot 
the members of such associations. 

These acts, if taken advantage o1, 
afford dairymen an opportunity to 
place their business on a sound, econ- 
omic basis and allow them to act as 
a unit in making collective sales. To 
this end the Directors, on recommen- 
dation of the Executive Committee, 
proposed a new co-operative market- 
ing association to eventually market 
the milk of league stockholders. 
rene Milk Marketing Associa- 

ion 

The objects of the co-operative 
marketing association are as follows: 
- (1). To. provide a method whereby 
league stockholders may care for their 
own surplus milk. 

(2) To regulate the supply of fluid 
milk and milk products to meet the 
demand of the market. 

(3) To pool the proceeds of the sale 
of such fluid milk and milk products 
to the end that each producer may re- 
ceive the same price less equitable 
differentials due to varying freight 
rates, butter fat contents, etc. 

The Local 

Local co-operative associations shall 
be organized and incorporated under 
Article 13-A of the Membership Cor- 
porations Law of the State of New 
York throughout the milk producing 
territory. 

The object of these local associa- 
tions shall be: 

(1) To provide a means of electing 
delegates to a regional co-operative as- 
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sociation to be hereinafter described, 
and 

(2) To afford Dairymen’s League, 
Inc., stockholders who become mem- 
bers, the means of buying and selling 
farm produce and farm equipment co- 
operatively, except milk. 

The sale of milk by the members of 
such local organizations shall be kept 
separate from the sale of other agri- 
cultural and horticultural products, 
and such sale shall be contracted for 
directly with the Dairymen’s League 
Co-operative Association; Inc., which 
is to be organized and is hereinafter 
described and known as the Parelic 
Company. Contracts covering the 
handling of such milk will be supplied 
by the Parent Company, to be execut- 
ed between the producer and the Par- 
ent Company, so that the handling and 
sale of milk and milk products may be 
cevtrally controlled in order to regu- 
late the supply demanded by the 
market and to equitably. pro rata the 
returns. 

Regional 

There shall be organized regional 
co-operative associations incorporated 
under Article 13-A of the Membership 
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Corporations Law of the State of New 
York with a membership of incorporat- 
ed for the same purposes as the locals 
and shall also serve for the purpose of 
providing a method of selecting the 
directors of the Parent Organization. 
Parent Company 

There shall be a central or parent 


_organization composed of all the re- 


gionals and organized for the objects 
permitted by said law, and which shall 
act as agent for the producer in selling 
his milk and milk products under the 
uniform contract provided by it. The 
Farent Company shall receive all the 
proceeds of the sale of milk and milk 
products of the producer, which shall 
be blended into one general fund, from 
which general fund the net proceeds 
for his product shall be paid to the 
producer. 
Funds 

Initial capital will be raised by the 
Parent Company to start its operation 
by the sale of certificates of indebted- 


‘ness. These certificates of indebted- 


ness to be in such denominations and 

to bear such interest as the directors 

of the Parent Company shall deter-

maine. They shall be payable in install- 
ments as follows: 20 per cent at the 
ena of the first year; 20 per cent at the 
end of the second year; 20 per cent at 
the end of the third year; 20 per cenv 
at the end of the fourth year, and be 
entirely paid at the end of the fifth 
year. 

Expenses in connection with the 
handling of the company’s business 
and the creation of necessary reserve 
funds shall be derived from the gross 
proceeds of the business. 

A special loan fund to provide for 
the development of the company, and 
to meet the payments due at the end 
of each year on the outstanding certt- 
ficates of indebtedness, shall be pro- 
vided for by paying such a percentage 
of the net proceeds due each producer ,. 
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in certificates of indebtedness of the 
Parent Company, due in five years as 
may be necessary. By this method a 
producer will supply the Parent Com- 
pany with capital in proportion to the 
milk it handled for him, and will cease 
to supply it capital when he ceases to 
market milk through it. 
Non-residents 

The Parent organization shall deal 
with non-residents by contract. Means 
shall be provided so as to allow non- 
residents an equal ‘voice in the selec- 
tion of directors and management of 
the Parent Company. 
Procedure 

In order to apply the plan of the 
Dairymen’s League, Inc., locally, mem- 
bers of a local branch should hold a 
meeting. At this meeting arrange- 
ments should be made to incorporate 
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a local association and those r 
should sign up the contracts torntehed 
by the parent organization. A Com- 
mittee should also be appointed to 
canvass those league stockholders m 
the community who are not present, 
fur tue purpose of securing their sig. 
naturc to the contracts furnished by 
the Farent Company. 

Supplies such as suggested articles 
of incorporation for the locals, blank 
contracts between the producer ana 
the Parent Company, by-laws for local 
associations will be furnished by the 
Parent Company which may be ad- 
dressed in care of the Dairymen’s 
League. Inc. 





A SPLENDID SHOWING IN YEAR

not produce any more calves. We had better strive for 
more normal records, and hence more regular producing 
ae car herd we are finding it no trouble to get the 
yearly cows with calf, in fact they are giving us far less 
trouble than the cows not on yearly work. 

“The 305 day record is about right, for it will permit 
a cow to produce a calf every 12 or 13 months and still 
make a showing for herself either as a good or worthless 
producer.”—R. A. Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa. 

From A. E. Smith. 

The following testimonial to the value of the 305 day 
test comes from a Washington breeder who has had con- 
siderable experience in long time test work. “We agree 
with your view concerning the 305 day division. We be- 
lieve that if a cow is entered in this division she should 
freshen again within a specified number of months. We 
must make this division a fair test. It seems to us that 
it is the best test of a cow’s ability, and we believe the 
time is coming when the 305 day test will be recognized 
by all the breeders as the most reliable. 

“Just now there is a great desire for thirty to forty 
pound cows, and in order to make a big seven day test, 
cows are dried off before their natural lactation period is 
ended. A cow is dry three or four months, made as fat 
as possible and handled skillfully so as to give her a 
phenomenal record, deceiving the owner and purchaser 
alike. Our breeders and our dairymen are sure sooner 
or later to see that this is unfair and unwise, and that the 
cow that is gauged by a fair 305 day test and proves her 
worth will be more valuable than the phenomenal cows 
from seven day tests. 

“We think that some provision should be made for. a 
cow that does not calve within the specified period, but who 
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bnormal records, I would say, and the 
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is tested for 305 days, but she should not be in this class 
as it would not be fair to the other cows.”—A. E. Smith, 
Sumas, Wash. 

From Alexander Watt. 


The Lothian Riverode herd of which Mr. Watt is part 
owner is famous for its long time productions that have 
broken a number of the world’s records. Following is his 
opinion on the subject under discussion: “In regard to the 
305 day test I believe a cow should have a calf three 
months from finishing her record, either in 305 day test 
or 365 day test, when it is possible to get them to breed 
at first service. That, however, is not always possible, al- 
though I believe that when a cow is bred two months 
from calving she is more apt to conceive than if carried 
longer, as we have to do in the case of making yearly rec- 
ords. For that reason alone I approve very much of the 
305 day record. The chance for making good records is 
fair to all, and I am of the opinion that at least 14 months 
should be set as a requirement to freshen from calving 
to calving. Then again instead of the 365 day record, use 
two classes of 305 day records, one for cows that give birth 
to a calf within the specified time, the other class to the 
cows that fail to freshen within 14 months, or whatever 
time the Association agrees upon, because a cow carrying 
a large calf while on test does not get the same chance 
that a farrow cow, or a cow when just bred before finish- 
ing her year.”—Alexander Watt, Novelty, Ohio.

During the past two years 
been in charge of a erika tn one 
Ontario, and being so far away from 
the breeders of the Black and Whites 
I was unable to keep in touch with 
them, but I trust with the help of own. 
ers of Holstein cattle in Canada this 
coming year to make these notes of 
interest for the breeders both north 
and south of the line. 

In looking back over the records 
made during the past year, in the Sale 
Ring and Record of Merit and Record 
of Performance, the year 1918 will al- 
ways stand out as a red letter year 
for the Holstein breed in Canada. Dur- 
ing the year the record price of $106. 
000 was paid for Carnation King Syl- 
via, a young bull bred and consigned 
to the National Sale by that well. 
known Canadian breeder, A. C. Hardy, 
of Brockville, It was a great advertise 
ment for the Canadian breeders of the 
Black and Whites. At the same sale a 
Canadian bred and owned heifer, Het 
Loo Pietertje, the world’s record two- 
year-old from the Roycroft herd, con- - 
siged by W. L. Shaw, fetched the high. 
est pricefor any heifer ever sold at her 
age, $12,500. Here was another mark 
of the quality of Holstein cattle bred 
in Canada. If the Canadian breeders 
continue to raise stock of this descrip. 
tion, they will always find a ready 
buyer for their offerings, not only in 
Canada but among the breeders in the 
states. 

Another step was made during the 
past year to advance the interest of 
the breeders. both north and south of 
the line by bringing about thereciproc- 
ity between the Canadian and Ameri- 
can Associations, and to compare the 
office work in connection with the re- 
gistrations  etc., of the two associa- 
tions. This subject of reciprocity was 
carried with applause at the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Association, 
and it only awaits the sanction of the 
American Association at their next an- 
nual meeting to bring it into effect. If 
the reciprocity movement is carried, it 
will be of a great advantage to both 
the Canadian and American breeders, 
and we will see more of our cousins 
from the south seeking some of the 
best from the herds of Canada, and 
vice versa. 

A new Canadian record in the eight 
months after calving division is made 
by Jemima Johanna of Riverside, who 
at the age of 10 years 1 mo. 23 days 
makes the splendid record of 25.23 Ibs. 
butter from 555.3 Ibs. milk for 7 days, 
and for 30 days makes 101.49 Ibs. but- 
ter from 2327.0 Ibs. milk. This cow is 
owned by W. C. Houck, of Chippawa, 
and is one of the first cows he bought 
from the well known Riverside Herd 
owned by J. W. Richardson. She is al- 
so entered in the yearly work, and 
more will be heard from her later; in 
fact she is practically certain to pass 
the 30.000 Ib. mark, and will crowd the 
Canadian championship record of Zar- 
ilda Clothilde 3d De Kol. 

Preliminary reports received from 
W. A. Clemons sveak of a new Cana- 
dian champion for the junior three 
year class, viz. Het Loo Clothilde 
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ke, who has made the splendid 
rd 33.71 Ibs. butter. She is be- 
ing continued in test for 30 days. 

Another report received from the 
Secretary also speaks of a new Cana- 
dian champion over all ages, Rolo 
Mercena De Kol, No. 30313. Accord- 
ing to the latest reports she now has 
44.55 Ibs. to her credit, and still under 
test. I will give full particulars of this 
new 40 lb. record in my next notes. 
She is owned by J. B. Hanmer, of Nor- 
wich, who has only been in the pure- 
pred game for a short time. Mucn 
credit is due to this young breeder for 
developing the highest record cow in 
the Dominion. I hear the owner of the 
new 40 Ib. cow has refused some good 
offers for her. 

Great credit is due to Messrs. Good- 
erham, Lipsit and Bailey for starting a 
Canadian National Sale. It is to be a 
two days’ sale, and will be held at the 
home of the Canadian National Exhi- 
pition, Toronto, on April 10-11, 1919. 
There will be 125 head offered for sale, 
consignments coming from some ofthe 
best herds in Canada. 

Several successful sales have been 
held during the past week. Good prices 
have been the rule and the demand for 
the best in Holsteinsis showinga mark- 
ed increase. Mr. Elsworth -Plant, of 
Burford, Ont., recently held his disper- 
sal sale, when 30 animals sold brought 
a total of $5,850. Quite a number of 
cows averaged over $247, and two year 
olds selling for $140 on an average. 

The London Breeders’ Consignment 
Sale was held at the Brunswick Hotel 
stables, London, Ont.,- on March 13, 
when some 57 head changed hands, the 
total price being $8,620, an average ot 
over $150 per head. The highest price 
was paid by Chas. Lawson, of White 
Oak, for Isabella De Kol Princess, viz. 
$240. The mature cows averaged 
around $186, while the heifers averaz- 
ed near $130. 

The reports of other sales to be heiu 
during the month of March will appear 
in my next notes. 

It is encouraging to the breeders to 
find that the demand for Holsteins 
is on the increase, and that many new 
names are appearing on the list of sale 
returns.

EFFECT OF THE WAR ON DAIRY 
INDUSTRY OF DENMARK © 


In a recent report from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce appears a report on 
the effect of the war on the dairy in- 
terests of Denmark. It appears that a 
shortage of feed stuffs made necessary 
a reduction in dairy herds, which now 
humber approximately 1,200,000 head. 
The normal pre-war production of but- 
ter was about 3,000,000 Ibs. per week. 
The present production is-about 1,900,- 
000 lbs. per week. This decrease is due 
partly to the smaller number of dairy 
cattle, but principally to the fact that 
the shortage of suitable feed stuff has 
cut down production from normal. As 
soon as feed stuff can again be import- 
ed, especially oil cake, it is felt that 
the herds will be restored to their 
former, or even larger numbers and 
that the standard for the average cow 
will be higher than before the war, as 
during the reduction process, the 
herds were culled pretty thoroughly.

THE COST OF A QUART OF MILK 


The following interesting suggestion 
was made by a writer in a recent is- 
sue of the Utica Daily Press. 

There has been much said and noth- 
ing settled as to the cost of producing 
a quart of milk—a question of much 
importance to both consumer and pro- 
ducer and of much interest to the pol- 
iticians of this state. A Farm Bureau 
paper has recently requested farmers 
to keep tabs on the question this year, 
and in addition I would like to see a 
trial of the following plan: 

The state to purchase one of the 
hundreds of farms in Central New 
York which are advertised for sale for 
about the price of the present cost of 
their buildings; run it one year and 
keep accurate accounts, including in- 
ventory at the beginning and end of 
the year’s business. Then with a lump 
sum of the receipts and disbursements 
and the number of quarts of milk, 
which are produced, the cost to be de- 
termined as other manufacturers fig- 
ure their costs. 

The present year is an opportune 
time for such a trial. Hundreds o1 
farms are for sale, thousands of labor- 
ers are out of employment, and with 
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the daylight saving pla , 
compensation law, the eighthenta pod: 
and with Saturday half holiday con 
pay for Saturdays and time and half 
for overtime and Sundays and with 
12,000 to 15,000 pound cows, which the 
state could buy and with the assist. 
ance of all the various agriculture de- 
partments, colleges and experiment 
Stations, a fine showing certainly 
ought to be made (for the time being 
we will forget the record made by the 
government in operating railroads) 

If the state would cut out just one 
of the useless investigations, and os- 
tensibly for the farmers’ benefit, plen- 
ty of money would be available for the 
trial, and in addition to determining 
the question at issue, “some milk 
would be produced for the starving ba- 
bies,” which high priced commissions 
never do. 

This plan may not get very far, but 
I submit that it is a fair question for 
the state to work out under careful sy- 
pervision. All I would ask is that the 
state work out the problem under the 
same conditions as are imposed upon 
the dairy industry of the state. 

The New York City farm conducted 
under the direction of the city officials 
and located in Orange County has, we 
understand, a producing cost of 12 
cents per quart for milk. We trust 
that the state would be able to produce 
this prime essential of human lite 
more economically.

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REPORT ON PLAN FOR 
REORGANIZING OFFICE OF 
FARM MANAGEMENT 


rganization and expansion of the 
aon of Farm Management of the U. 
§. Department of Agriculture is re- 
commended by the committee of farm 
management leaders and others ap- 
inted some time ago by Secretary 
Houston to study the work of farm 
management and outline projects for 
more extensive studies. The commit- 
tee is made up of the following eco- 
nomists and students of farm crops. 
H. C. Taylor, Agricultural Economics, 
University of Wisconsin; George F. 
Warren, Farm Management, Cornell 
University; Andrew Boss, Agronomy 
and Farm Management, University of 
Minnesota; J. A. Foord, Agriculture 
and Farm Management, Massachusetts 
Agricultural College; J. I. Falconer, 
Rural Economics, Ohio State Univer- 
sity; R. L. Adams, Farm Management, 
University of California; G. I. Chris- 
tie, Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
ture; and representatives of the Bur- 
eau of Crop Estimates, the Bureau of 
Markets, and the Office of Farm Man- 
agement of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

The basic recommendation of the 
committee is that the office be expand- 
ed to include both farm managemenu 
and farm economics and that it be es- 
tablished as a bureau under the name 
of Bureau of Farm Management and 
Farm Economics. This, the commit- 
tee states, it recommends “in recogni- 
tion of the work already accomplished 
in farm economics along with the in- 
vestigational work in farm manage- 
ment and in view of the great need for 
still further studies of the farming 
business.” 


Would Expand Present Work 


Practically all of the changes recom- 
mended are in the nature of expansion 
and improvement rather than of crea- 
tion. The system recommended for 
studies in cost of production is much 
more comprehensive than that hereto- 
fore used. “We have reviewed the 
projects now under way,” the com- 
mittee says, “and wish to commena 
their continuance and development.” 
Some projects, it is thought, should be 
continued under other names. Some 
that are related to agronomy. and 
some to other subjects, says the com- 
mittee, “should perhaps be transferred 
to some other bureau of the depart- 
ment, securing the information or data 
desired on these lines through cooper- 
ative relations rather than independ- 
ent action.” In the projects under 
way, a great deal of work has been 
found that, the committee thinks, 
could be more profitably included uu- 
der the term “Farm Economics.” “This 
work,” the report continues, “is of 
great value in understanding the in- 
dustry of agriculture and should be

ed.” Then follows the recommendation 
for the change of name. 

The work of the bureau, in the opin- 
ion of the committee, should be group- 
ed around the following projects: Cost 
of production, including financial rec- 
ords, enterprise records, complete cost 
records, price relations, and basic unit 
factors; farm organization, including 
farm business analysis, farm practice, 
effective use of labor and farm equip- 
Ment; farm finance, including methoas 
of financing, insurance, and taxation;

farm labor, including supply and 
movement, trend of population, living 
and housing problems, creating new 
productive enterprises for farm labor, 
and standards of supervision and com- 
pensation for farm labor; agricultural 
history and geography, including trend 
of agricultural development, shifts of 
agricultural production, relation of 
American to foreign agriculture -and 
supervision of the Atlas of Agricul- 
ture; land utilization, including land 
resources and utilization, land settle- 
ment, and land ownership and ten- 
ancy; farm life studies, including co- 
operation and trend of cooperative 
movements as affecting the farmer’s 
life and activities on the farm, agri- 
cultural relations to other industries, 
agriculture for industrial workers, con- 
ditions of farm life as affecting na- 
tional welfare; extension work, includ- 
ing publications and illustrative ma- 
terial, farm management demonstra- 
tions, farm labor supply, and other 
farm economics demonstrations. 
Importance of the Projects 

The first two projects named, cost 
of production and farm organization, 
are closely related, the committee 
points out, to investigations of the in- 
dividual farm and the problems of the 
individual farmer in organizing his 
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business for definite results, and 
should be under the leadership of men 
who understand the problems and 
methods of conducting, analyzing and 
interpreting farm management data. 
The three following projects, farm fi- 
nance, farm labor, and farm history 
and geography, have more to do with 
the economic aspects of group needs 
and movements and of the needs of 
agricultural industry as a whole in its 
relation to other industries and to the 
demands of increasing population. The 
project of land utilization would have 
to do with the problems arising out of 
the relation of the farmer to the land. 
The project of farm life studies woula 
deal with the social aspect of farm 
life as affected by the character of agri- 
culture as an industry and would in- 
clude such subjects as schools, roads 
and health as they affect farm life and 
activities. 

All these problems, the report con- 
tinues, call for intelligent study by 
men trained for the work, men who 
have a keen sympathy with farm lite 
and who will treat it with a view to 
the welfare of the people who live in 
the country. They must be selected, 
it is stated, from among men of the 
caliber of those who are heads of de

partments in the best agricultural co1- 
leges, and, in order to attract them, 
the salaries offered must be compara- 
ble with the salaries of such men, in- 
cluding the extra pay they receive for 
summer work. The salary of the chief 
of the bureau will need to be suffici- 
ently large to attract a man compara- 
ble with the deans and directors of the 
best agricultural colleges and experi- 
ment stations. 

Should Cooperate with States. 

It is recommended that the investi- 
gations of the Office of Farm Manage- 
ment requiring field work be carried 
on in co-operation with the State col- 
leges and experiment stations. This, 
it is believed, would prevent duplica- 
tion, correlate activities, promote the 
development of State departments, un- 
ify the methods and improve the gen- 
eral character of all farm management 
work. 

Before the Federal Department be- 
gins work on a project in any State, it 
should ascertain what has been done 
in that State and should consider the 
opportunity for co-operation, the report 
continues. So far as practicable, per- 
sonal consultation should be held witn 
the proper State agencies with a view 
to securing their approval and a 
memorandum of agreement should be 
drawn up showing the purpose, nature 
and extent of the work contemplatea.

SEVEN DAYS 

What is in several respects one o1 
the most remarkable records ever 
made is now in progress at A. W. 
Green’s Walnut Crest Farms, Middle- 
field, Ohio. We refer to the cow, But- 
tercup Pontiac Hengerveld, whose fig- 
ures as reported March 27 stand at 
33.76 lbs. butter, 675.8 Ibs. milk. As 
she weighs less than one thousand 
pounds, it will be seen that this milk 
record is very, close to 70 per cent of 
the weight of the cow. While it is, of 
course, impossible to check it accur- 
ately, we have never heard of a dairy 
animal producing such a large propor- 
tion of her milk in a 7-day period. 

The previous reports on the work 
of this cow have been in error in that 
they have stated her owner to be A. 
W. Green. As a matter of fact, she is 
owned by W. G. Simon, of Youngs- 
town, Ohio, who purchased her in 
Green’s sale last June for $1900. She 
is making a record, however, at Wal- 
nut Crest Farms. 

Mr. Green owns a son of this cow 
sired by King Champion Rag Apple, 
which is a very desirable young bull, 
as they are counting on a 40-lb. record 
for Buttercup Pontiac Hengerveld 
within the next few years. She will be 
bred this time to Rag Apple Mata, the 
47 lb. bull at Walnut Crest.

the most of them have been fresh for 
5 months. I tested one cow this winter 
(my first experiment) Zerma Belle 
Hudson and got the following results: 
Butter 7 days 21.61; milk 393.60. On 
ordinary dairy work Jane Harcourt 
gave me 95.6 lbs. milk in one day (3 
milkings). I have had 5 of the record 
cows mentioned before, freshen for me 
and 4 of them with heifers, the one 
male from Edna Fair Johanna Spofford 
and sired by Zehringdale Aaggie Lad. 

It is evident from the above that Mr. 
Wilson appreciates what constitutes 
a good Holstein and if we are to judge 
by records, individuality and good 
breeding, he has founded one of the 
best herds ever established within his 
state. Maplecrest Sir De Kol, the bull 
he selected, formerly headed the herd 
at Prairiedale Farm and is sired by 
Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy 
from Maplecrest Pontiac Daisy DeKol, 
a 31-lb. daughter of Pontiac Aaggie 
Cornucopia from Daisy Grace De Kol, 
a 32-lb. 4-year-old daughter of Friend 
Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy. All 
of the females selected by Mr. Wilson 
have A. R. O. records themselves and 
with one exception are from tested 
dams with records up to 24 Ibs. and 
700 lbs. milk.

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INDIANA PASSES TUBERCULOSIs 
ERADICATION BILL 
Secretary + Rid a be sc Aa 
ate — 

House Bill 188 commonly known. 
the Tuberculosis Eradication jj] 
passed the State Legislature after be. 
ing delayed until late in the last even. 
ing of the session. The bill authorizes 
the State Veterinarian to co-operate 
with the U. S. Department of Agricy- 
ture in establishing Tuberculosis free 
accredited herds of cattle and in com- 
pensating owners for cattle reacting 
to the tuberculin test. 

This act which will become a law 
as soon as the acts of the legislature 
are printed will inaugurate a construc. 
tive plan for eradicating tuberculosis 
from Indiana herds. It does not com- 
pel any breeder to have his herd test- 
ed but it offers such inducements that 
no one can afford to continue as a 
cattle breeder or a milk producer with- 
out having his herd placed under 
state and federal supervision for the 
eradication of the disease. 

Briefly the law provides that breed- 
ers place their herds under state and 
federal supervision, that these herds 
be tested by state or federal inspec- 
tors, such testing to be done without 
expense to the owner other than the 
keeping of the inspector while doing 
the work, that herds which success- 
fully pass two annual or three semi- 
annual tests will be placed on a state 
accredited list of tuberculosis free 
herds, that animals reacting to the 
test be quarantined or slaughtered 
and if condemned for slaughter each 
animal is to be appraised and the state 
is to pay one third the difference be- 
tween its appraised value and the 
value of the salvage secured by the 
owner from the sale of the animal. 
The appraisal is to be made by two 
disinterested persons, one selected by 
the state veterinarian and one by the 
owner of the cattle and they are to 
give due consideration to the breeding 
as well as the meat or dairy value of 
the animal. A provision of the act 
limits the compensation to be paid by 
the state to forty dollars ($40.00) for 
any grade animal and eighty dollars 
($80.00) for any pure bred animal. 
It further provides that no compensa- 
tion will be paid unless the herd has 
been placed under state and federal 
supervision and no payments will be 
made for animals brought in to the 
state unless they have been tested 
under the supervision of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture or are 
accompanied by a certificate of official 
test approved by the state veterinarian 
of Indiana showing that such cattle 
have been tested and found to be free 
from tuberculosis. f 

Another feature of the act provides 
for co-operation with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and in doing so 
makes it possible for our breeders to 
secure an additional one-third of the 
difference between their appraised 
value and the salvage secured. How- 
ever the maximum payment for 
federal funds is $25.00 for grades and 

50.00 for pure breds. :

COOPERATIVE OFFICIAL TESTING 
IN OHIO 


A cooperative test is being conduct- 
sd at Orrville, Wayne Co., Ohio. The 
test was started Dec. 27, 1918, by Dr. 
Benj. Studer for the purpose of testing 
two cows that he owned jointly with 
other parties, and he invited three of 
his fellow breeders to test some cows 
that recently freshened. The result 
has been a continuous test and instead 
of the five cows which were started 
Dec. 27, thirty have completed very 
creditable records, the average being 
20.9 lbs. of butter per cow, 429.1 Ibs. 
milk per cow for seven days. The fol 
lowing are some of the results obtain- 
ed: One junior four-year-old 488.9 Ib., 
29.64 lbs. butter; two senior yearlings 
15 lb. butter each; one junior two-year- 
old, four months after calving, 423.2 
Ibs. milk, 18.84 Ibs. butter; another 
junior two-year-old 259.2 lbs. milk, 
1327 Ibs. butter, six months after calv- 
ing, and many others. Detailed report 
will be given later. 

The work bids fair to continue. The 
farmers are anxious to have their 
purebred Holsteins tested as soon as 
they freshen. The cows thus far test- 
ed have had only ordinary farm care, 
and no fitting for the owners had no 
intention of testing them prior to the 
time they were brought in to start on 
the test, so that they have on their 
ordinary working clothes. The cows 
are being cared for and milked 
by R. O. Botkin, former herdsman and 
feeder at the Ohio Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station. He was an assistant 
to Dr. Studer and has been able to en- 
courage better care for Wayne Coun- 
ty Holsteins.” Several beginners have 
already started since the beginning of 
the test.

During this diseased condition, th, 
bacilli causing this condition may im 
access to the foetus itself. Sometimes 
however, the foetus is not expelled but 
simply mummifies and is retained to 
full term and sometimes even longer 
A cow will often abort twice, but not 
usually more than three times at the 
most. 

Cows most often abort in the fifth 
or sixth month and mares from the 
fourth to eighth month of pregnancy 
Animals that are pregnant for the first 
time will usually abort earlier than 
those that are older or that aborted 
previously. Abortion may occur at an 
earlier or later date, however. The first 
symptoms that are noticed are a 
catarrhal inflammationn of the geni- 
tals with a swelling of the vulva and 
an inflammation of the vagina with a 
mucous discharge which is always 
dirty, but may be clear or of a dirty 
gray or occasionally a bloody dis. 
charge. In cows the milk flow is dimin. 
ished and looks much like the first 
milk or colostrum that the cows give 
at the first milking after calving. 

In two or three days following these 
symptoms the abortion takes place, 
with slight general disturbances. If 


this occurs early in pregnancy, the - 


afterbirth is usually passed with the 
foetus, but if it occurs later it may be 
passed subsequently or even retained 
for some little time and may be remov- 
ed manually. Following the abortion 
there is a dirty brown or bloody dis- 
charge for several days which may be 
putrid. This discharge may accumulate 
in the uterus and be expelled at inter- 
vals by straining. When the animal is 
bred early the abortion usually takes 
place early in the stage of gestation; 
and, if the animal is bred after several 
months, the animal is more likely to 
carry the foetus to full term. Many of 
the animals fail to conceive after the 
abortion and most of them with diffi- 
culty. Those abortions that occur early 
are usually dead but those that are 
nearer full term are often alive, and 
emit a hoarse bellowing sound which 
is more than likely due to some 
disease of the brain. 

The nature of the condition can be 
determined by the symptoms that 
precede the abortion, and by the 
catarrhal inflammation that persists 
for such a length of time after abor- 
tion. and by the subsequent abortions 
that take place in the herd, and also 
by the condition of the membranes of 
the foetus which contain a large 
amount of purulent exudate on it. 
There are several sero-diagnostic tests 
that are being perfected for this con- 
dition the same as we have for gland- 
ers in horses, and tuberculosis, and it 
is more than likely in the next few 
years that we shall have positive 
methods of determining animals that 
are infected with this condition. 

This condition will prevail for sev- 
eral years if not properly guarded 
against. The abortions occurring with 
more regularity for some time and 
then those cows that have aborted two 
or three times will usually give birth 
to healthy calves and the new cows or 
heifers will abort and finally it will die 
out of its own accord after several 
years. 

Those animals that are apparently 
healthy should be removed from those 
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if possible. If not possible, 
von aa ie kept in separate stables 
or in a part of the stable by them- 
selves, and the stable should be 
thoroughly disinfected, and the litter 
removed and disinfected or better still, 
destroyed. Those healthy : animals 
should have the external genitals and 
vagina washed once or twice daily 
with a mild, non-irritating antiseptic 
solution. The antiseptic should not be 
strong, or it will produce an irritation 
aining. 
gear that have aborted should 
have their uterus irrigated two or 
three times daily with an antiseptic 
solution till the discharge has stopped 
and then every two or three days for 
about two weeks. The foetus should be 
burned or else scalded _and buried 
deeply. The litter or bedding should be 
destroyed and the stall should be thor- 
oughly disinfected. The animal should 
not be bred for about two months after 
the abortion, and if she then fails to 
conceive, if she has had proper treat- 
ment, she should be sold. 

Methylene Blue has to date given by 
far the best results in the treatment of 
this condition in the way of an internal 
treatment, but should be employed in 
two or three times as large doses as is 
usually used. Carbolic acid has been 
recommended both subcutaneously 
and orally. 

New animals that are brought to the 
herd should be kept by themselves and 
watched for some little time before 
being placed with the herd. They 
should receive the same prophylactic 
treatment as the other members of the 
herd. By keeping the animals that have 
aborted and treating them properly 
and then breeding them, you can muck 
sooner get rid of the infection. 

It is only a matter of time until we 
will be able to immunize cattle against 
this abortion by a properly prepared 
immunizing agent, the same as we are 
now able to immunize animals against 
hog cholera and against tetanus or 
lockjaw and several other fatal and 
serious animal diseases.—By G. H. 
Conn, D. V. M.
